Pointers for Success in Sales in Latin 
America and Canada

N A RECENT LETTER concerning a public authority tender for road rollers, one of our Latin 


American Distributors wrote: 


“The closest competition will probably be experienced from American machines, not because 
of price — their prices will undoubtedly be higher than ours or the Germans’ — but because most 
young engineers here (i.e., those that have come on since the war) think the world begins and ends 


in the United States. This is the result of incessant indirect 
press here, comparatively low-cost United States specialized and general

Help from H.M. Commercial Representatives 


In all this, frequent reference to and consultation with H.M. 
commercial representatives elicited much valuable information and 
helpful advice. Their contribution was naturally greatest in the early 
stages, but our representatives have found that keeping in touch 
with them pays unexpected dividends as, for instance, when one of 
them on his own initiative, arranged for a B.B.C. transmission about 
the company to be relayed over a local radio network. 

The establishment of permanent ‘on the spot’ sales representatives, 
with their families, did much to allay doubts as to the genuineness 
and permanence of our interest in the markets, whilst for the rest, 
the only course was to plunge deep with machines and spare parts 
for stock on generous payment terms. Maintaining machines in stock 
also helped overcome the non-belief in our ability to effect good 
deliveries -a point of especial importance in Canada owing to the 
shortness of the construction ‘season’ forced on that country by 
climatic conditions. 

Our pre-war road rollers were remembered and as we were offering - 
at that time —the only roller range of completely post-war design, 
the company naturally concentrated initial sales efforts on that line, 
through the usual media of publicity, demonstration and exhibition 
at trade fairs. Diligent persistence placed 100 rollers in Canada in 
the three years to mid-1951 and 18 months later, despite the effects 
of Korea, sales had reached 30 per cent. by value of Canadian roller 
imports from the United States and 24 per cent. of total Canadian 
expenditure on this class of machine. 


Latin America a Tough Proposition 


At this stage, Latin America was a much tougher proposition. 
Besides its vastness extending from 30° north to 55° Sakeal of the 
equator and its 20 Republics, several European colonies and innumer- 
able islands, there were language difficulties and the whole gamut of 
climatic variation to cope with. It presented a series of problems 
that had each to be tackled individually - there could be no single 
continent-wide campaign such as was possible in Canada. For this 
reason the drive for a place in the Latin American markets was not 
put into top gear until the early ’50s, apart from Brazil where an 
energetic distributor, retained from pre-war days, was importing 
rollers regularly, and in quantity, right up to that country’s sterling 
shut-down in 1952, at which time some 150 post-war machines were 
at work there. 

Full speed ahead was signalled in Latin America with the appoint- 
ment of a new permanent sales representative at about the time 
Brazil was closing down, and the tears, toil and sweat experienced in 
Canada a few years before was suffered again, 20 times over. Once

Service Tours 


Service tours by engineers from Grantham now began to consolidate 
the footholds gained in Latin America, helping not only distributors 
and customers with the maintenance and repair of machines, but, 
providing additional earnest of continued interest in the markets, 
and building up goodwill. 

This emphasis on service and spares supply cannot be too often 
stressed. It is this, perhaps more than anything else, that has enabled 
American manufacturers to gain such dominance, and it is the reputa- 
tion for lack of it that makes the British manufacturer’s task in these 
western countries such a hard one. Furthermore, service is not 
confined to helping machines in the field to be maintained in opera- 
tional condition. It has been extended for Latin America, to include 
the provision of instruction books and sales literature in Spanish, and 
the company’s publication, ‘Aveling-Barford News,’ latest 
technical developments, eet seemrre Bed mie gt mer) 
items of likely customer interest, is now regularly circulated in Spanish.

Basis of Income Tax Assessments on 
Partnership Charges Changed 


THE BOARD OF INLAND REVENUE have hitherto taken the view 
that private investment income of an individual partner in a firm could 
not be treated for income tax purposes as available to cover in whole 
or in part, his share of partnership charges. They have, however, 
been advised in cases which have recently been before them that this 
is incorrect, and have decided to raise no objection in future to an 
individual partner’s share of partnership charges being being regarded as 
franked for income tax purposes by his private investment income. 
The Royal Commission cn, he, Fmation <a epe ey irae 
recommended in their Final Report See g 9474, paragraph 513) 
that there should be a change in of Section 170 assessments 
on the excess of partnership charges over partnership income, and 
that the excess should be regarded as franked to the extent that, on 
to their interests, 
it would be covered by taxed income of the partners. 
Assessments under that Section will now be made on this basis. 
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ability to keep—not merely promise —- good deliveries had to be 
demonstrated ; and genuine interest in the market had to be proved 
by the provision of service and spare parts supply at least equal to 
the high standards set up by United States manufacturers. 

Whilst these were differences only of degree, their importance 
stemmed from the unavoidable wartime break in business relations. 
Latin American users of British and German plant were naturally 
unable to obtain parts after 1939, thus affording their northern 
neighbours opportunities that were quickly taken. In 1945, Germany 
was in no position to resume relations and we in this country became 
so preoccupied in coping with the huge demands from the Common- 
wealth and elsewhere, that the detailed attention required by the 
tougher markets of the West could not be given. 

In consequence, by the time our Company was in a position to 
spread westwards, those Latin Americans who pre-war 
days had concluded Britain was no longer interested - a conclusion 
apparently supported by the poor service provided for the few British 
post-war products that had reached the continent. Our researches 
established also that the quality and finish of some British post-war 
exports were experiencing much adverse criticism —a damaging 
circumstance in markets where buyers are attracted by these two 
ingredients. Such criticisms were unfortunate generalizations from 
specific cases, but they resulted in unwonted resistance to our early 
efforts, merely because we were British. 


Dispelling Doubts in Canada 

Canada provided much the same situation. She is a proud member 
of the Commonwealth and her young engineers did not feel that ‘the 
world began and ended in the United States,’ but nevertheless in 
the years immediately after the war we found a sense of remoteness 
from the United Kingdom that produced the same doubts as to our 
interest in the market and our ability to meet its needs. There was the 
same demand for service to United States patterns and standards. 
It was no use relying on appeals to buy British merely out of sentiment 
for the Mother Country or loyalty to the Crown. Equally ineffective 
as the ‘flag waving’ and ‘Old Country’ approach were the postal contact 
and the periodic flying visit, as these seemed only to add to the sense 
of remoteness induced by the breadth of the Atlantic Ocean. 

From the initial exploratory surveys made by top sales executives 
during the latter part of the last decade, a pattern of development was 
evolved that, in broad outline, has served both Canada and the Latin 
American Republics. First essential was the appointment of a sales 
executive to each area as permanent company representatives domiciled 
within their territories. The man for Latin America had too, to be 
Spanish speaking. Their task was initially to seek out suitable local 
firms to act as distributors, and thereafter to provide a link between 
those distributors and the company. An important additional function 
was to report back market trends and technical developments, since 
success much depends on the principal’s willingness and ability to 
supply exactly what the customer wants — not merely ing like 
it. This is especially applicable in the highly competitive construction 
equipment field, in which the United States has been able to establish 
a dominating lead. 

The search for suitable distributors proved a heartbreaking task. 
‘Pot and pan’ merchants obviously would not serve, as they had neither 
facilities nor inclination for after-sales service. At the other end of 
the line, the specialists in engineering products were mostly handling 
American products which, if not competitive, carried discounts that 
would have meant very little time and attention being devoted to 
extending our sales. To achieve anything, we knew we must work 
with firms prepared to make our franchise one of their principal lines; 
this restricted the field to comparatively small companies. Further 
limitations were imposed by our desire to have the whole range of 
products handled in each territory by one distributor only, and many 
a likely firm has been discarded because it was free to take road rollers 
and not dumpers, or vice versa. 

Such wholesale elimination did not leave a great deal of choice - 
indeed, in the early days it was sometimes a problem to discover any 
remainder at all. Elsewhere in the world we had competition for our 
franchi.2, but in the west there was not only no interest, there was 
even antipathy. Even when suitable firms had been found, there 
remained many problems, the worst being to convince managements 
that we really meant business in their territories. We were suspected 
of being interested less in the market than in obtaining the greater 
steel supplies allocated by the United Kingdom Government to 
exporting manufacturers. We had to prove also that we were not 
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industry, he was considerably encouraged by the result they had 
achieved.

been, should they say, waverers, and who perhaps had not pee an so 
clearly as others the extra importance of participating in an exhibition 
of British products in times such as those they were going through 
to-day. 

So far as the exhibition was concerned, it was true that, although 
they now only had one British Industries Fair, the picture in Birming- 
ham had not changed very much. The character of the Birmingham 
exhibition, as compared with previous years, was much the same. 


They had, of course, many new exhibitors, many new products on 
show, but their Fair was still firmly besed on the four pillars of 
Hardware, Building, Electrical and Engineering. 


There had been some misconception a year ago about what their 
Fair would look like this time, a feeling perhaps that the rather mixed 
bag of exhibitors at the London end, if he might be excused for 
describing them in that way, would transfer lock, stock and barrel 
to Birmingham. That was never very likely. 

The essential factor in a Fair such as that was that the sections 
should be sufficiently representative. The London Sections, other 
than those which were virtually specialized exhibitions under the 
umbrella of the British Industries Fair, had unfortunately ceased 
to be really representative and moreover, in many cases, comprised 
goods which did not fit in well with those normally shown at Birming- 
ham. 


Nevertheless they were very glad indeed to welcome some exhibitors 
who had previously shown in London and whose products were, 
broadly speaking, complementary to their traditional Birmingham 
exhibits. 

They were again particularly strong in the Hardware Section, 
and they nen Rates so many old friends, who for years had been 

exhibitors there and whose businesses, they felt confident, 
had benefited from their participation in tne Fair. 


As to the future, Mr. Clayson said, he was not going to attempt 
that day to detail any plans for the Fair in the years to come for the 
simple but sufficient reason that until the Fair was over there was 
quite a lot which they did not know. 

It was the attendance of overseas and home buyers and the business 
they brought with them, or indicated might possibly come in the future, 
which provided a barometer to the success of the Fair. The Chamber 
of Commerce wanted to study very carefully the results of this year’s 
Fair, and when that had been possible they would be able, and intended, 
to give full consideration to the future.

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Birmingham Gets off to a Good Start with the 
British Industries Fair

CONFIDENCE, but not complacency, marked the attitude of a great 
majority of exhibitors on the first day of this year’s British Industries 
Fair which opened at Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, on Monday. 


Confidence in the future of the Fair - ~ though not necessarily in its 


authority of his office, the Lord Mayor of Birmingham, Alderman 
E. W. Apps, showed in a speech at the official luncheon his profound 
confidence in the industrial future of the City of Birmingham and of 
Great Britain. 


In the past confidence has often been based on a conviction of the 
worth of traditional methods-in manufacture, in selling and - 
human relationships. The striking feature of this year’s B.I.F., 
least to one observer, is the evidence it provides of the extent to which 
firms large and small have made their own re-appraisal of their position 
at the end of the first post-War decade. This re-appraisal is reflected 
in a wider readiness to consider new ways, to discard the outworn 
and to venture boldly on the new. 


Notably the future of the B.I.F. is being considered with an open 
mind by those in positions of responsibility. There is the radical 
suggestion that the Fair might be given an international character. 
This has been discussed in the past, but rather indefinitely discussed, 
as the Chairman of the B.1.F. Executive Sub-Committee, Mr. E. M. 
Clayson, said in a carefully weighed speech to the guests of the 
Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Clayson referred to the 
great general fairs staged in other countries with increasing success, 
and the Lord — of Birmingham unhesitatingly declared that 
it was of paramount importance to British industry that a great 
exhibition Should. be held in Britain and that we should not resign 
ourselves to such exhibitions being organised on the Continent alone. 


The freedom with which this idea was being ventilated on the 
opening day suggested that few firms feared for the competitiveness 
of their products at a Fair where, in Mr. Clayson’s words, ‘our goods 
stand side by side with those of foreign manufacturers’. The Fair 
seems like to provide a valuable opportunity for the executives of the 
firms taking part to meet and discuss the challenging new ideas which 
have been put forward. 

On the opening day there was evident among exhibitors a reasoned 
confidence in their products and particularly pride in new products. 
This attitude was typified by one sales manager who spoke to this 
effect: ‘Well, there is nothing particularly new about that line, though 
we believe our products ere better than our competitors — but on the 
other hand we really have got something here’. 


And ‘here’ in one instance was a range of sliding vane rotary oil- 
sealed compressors which are free from vibration, extremely quiet 
and with a volumetric efficiency of over 90 per cent.; one of these 
compressors has been teamed up with a gas turbine engine of British 
Per sq, in, the weight of the whole unit See 
per sq. in., the weight of whole unit being only 500 





finest measurements of a locust head and wing, and thereby provide 
the basis for determining when the locusts are about to swarm. 


But it would be wrong to ignore the novel products arnong the 
consumer goods which year by year add to the diversity and brightness 
of the Fair. Attention this year was largely drawn to a new hair drier. 
Fitted with an 11,000 r.p.m. motor, tnis hair drier weighs under 24 oz. ; 
the air, hot or cold at choice, is transferred to woman's chief glory 
through a plastic hood of attractive design. 


It is trite but true that even the best products will not sell unless 
their merits are made known to buyers, and their cisposal facilitated 
by efficient salesmanship. On stand after stand at this year’s B.I.F. 
those appointed to present their firm’s products could be found if 
not literally on their toes at least on their feet. If the senior representa- 
tives were engaged, a junior would come forward to offer help to 
anyone who showed interest in the products on display. Meetings with 
several exhibitors suggested that more British firms to-day are requir- 
ing of their commercial staff standards of education and ability on a 
par with those normally associated with technical and scientific staff. 
A considerable number of firms disclosed their intention of printing 
literature in foreign languages, if they were not already doing so. 
A new slant on an old problem was given by one sales manager who 
stated that the firm’s Canadian representative was coming to Britain 
shortly solely for the purpose of advising on the production of an 
American version of the firm’s catalogue. 


Overseas Buyers from Many Countries 


The best of salesmanship at a trade fair will not however produce 
satisfactory results unless overseas buyers attend in sufficient number. 
By lunch-time on the opening day of this year’s B.I.F. re pte Fae a 
already arrived from some 23 countries. Extending a special welcome 
to these buyers, the President of the Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce, Mr. J. E. Belliss, stated plainly that the purpose of the Fair 
was to sell, and help to sell, British goods overseas. Further the 
Chairman of the Fair Executive Sub-Committee, Mr. Clayson, made 
it clear that the attendance of home and overseas buyers this year 
would be an important factor in the consideration to be given by the 
Birmingham Chamt er of Commerce to the future of the Fair. 


Many exhibitors were encouraged by visits from old and new friends 
from countries as far apart as Finland and South Africa, Mexico 
and Australia. Throughout the opening day four members of the 
Soviet Trade Delegation pursued their diligent scrutiny of the goods 
shown. A member of the party who said that they were ‘looking round’ 
mentioned the possibility of orders and their desire to increase trade.

There is also provision for control 
by punch card or tape. 

Ekco Electronics Ltd., are displaying a wide range of instruments, 
some of them being of particular importance to the aircraft industry. 
The Ekco type E.120 airborne search radar has been ordered by 
the B.O.A.C. for its fleet of Britannia airliners and is also scheduled

Airfield Approach 
Aid already in regular use. 

The main feature of the Richard Costain —- John Brown Stand is 
a glass-reinforced plastic caravan fitted out as a mobile test shop 
which is used on sites for testing and calibrating control instruments. 

Of special interest to any engineer concerned with the prevention 
of fire in factory and laboratory buildings, or in the equipment they 
house, there is the new nuclear alarm exhibited by the Minerva 
Detector Co. Ltd. of Richmond, Surrey, which sounds off at the first 
sign of smoke from smouldering material, long before any appreciable 
heat is generated or any flame breaks out. The sensitive element is a 
small ionisation chamber, the electrical characteristics of which are 


transmitted to remote fire stations or watch offices. 

So quick is the Minerva system of fire prevention by nuclear 
detection that an incipient fire is caught in its earliest stages and can 
be dealt with before any serious damage can be done by the fire itself 
or by the water or other medium used to extinguish it. 

Industrial Television 

Television is rapidly becoming an established technique in industry. 
In almost every organization there are instances when the facility to 
see what is going on at a remote point is of immense value. An operation 
too dangerous, too uncomfortable, too inaccessible or too detailed for 
naked eye viewing becomes subject to the closest examination when 
presented by television. 

A Marconi industrial television camera, measu ring under a foot 
long and weighing only 44 Ib., is being ett oc on rey: stand of Marconi 
Instruments Ltd. The basic cost of this equipment is in the region 
of £500. Typical applications include the remote inspection of 
documents in and insurance offices, the study of flame con- 
ditions in large furnaces, ship and railway control time and motion 
study. Users include the British Electricity Authority, and the Atomic 
Energy Authority’s plutonium factory at Sellafield in Cumberland. 

The equipment is simple to install, operate and maintain, with low 
initial and maintenance costs. Lightweight and robust, it is extremely 
portable. It consists basically of two units, the camera and the control 
unit, the output from the latter being fed to a monitor or receiver. 
There is flexibility in installation: one camera may be used to feed 
several monitors or, alternatively, several cameras can be arranged to 
feed into one monitor. 

Shown for the first time at this exhibition is the latest ‘automation’ 
aid to ihdustrial production in the form of control and recording 


equipment licable to a wide variety of processes and operations.

Though 
fascinating to watch, they were not originally built as an entertaimment, 
but as a serious of some of the principles of cybernetics 
(the science of control).

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Instruments and Electronics Exhibition Shows New 
Equipment for New Industries 


THE LATEST developments in the wide field of electronics and 
automation equipment are layed at the Instruments, Electronics 
and Automation Exhibition was opened by the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. Erroll, in the Grand Hall, 
Olympia, on Tuesday. The Exhibition which will close on May 17, 
is sponsored by five trade associations, the British Electrical and 
Allied Manufacturers’ Association, the British Industrial Measuring 
and Control Apparatus Manufacturers’ Association, the British 
Lampblown Scientific Glassware Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Drawing Office Material Manufacturers’ Association, and the 
Scientific Instruments Manufacturers’ Association of Great Britain. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll said that the President of the Board of Trade 
had asked him to pass on to the Organizing Committee of the five 
Associations responsible for the exhibition his congratulations on their 
enterprise and vision in widening the scope of the exhibition so as to 
take account of the developing techniques in electronics and their 
application to automation in industry. The exhibition was already 
assured of success. There had been a large increase in the number of 
firms exhibiting and so great had been the demand by firms wishing 
to exhibit that space could not be found for them all. He understood 
that arrangements had already been made for another exhibition 
next year. 


“That surely indicated the progressive way in which that very 
important industry was industry important not only 
in its own right but because of the services it renders to many other 
industries. 

The exhibition emphasized electronics and the range was so very 
wide that he would not attempt to name all the aspects covered. But 
there was one which stands out and that is in the field of nuclear 
energy and nucleonics. Last week he visited the German Industries 
Trade Fair at Hanover. The display there of electronic equipment was 
very impressive indeed in the opinion of English judges well qualified 
to speak. It showed only too clearly that this country could not afford 
to rest on past and present achievements. This had made it all the 

more gratifying for an English exhibit to have stolen the show with 
a display of the components of « nucler power resctor in- 
cluded a section devoted to instrumentation. The Germans at 
present had nothing comparable to show. 


“One of the things we were trying to show was what an extremely 
complicated structure a nuclear reactor is and how many different 
skills are involved in its construction,’ Mr. Erroll continued. ‘We 
certainly succeeded in impressing the Germans, Now it is for industry 
to follow up the opening which I believe we may have created. 


‘One more word about the Hanover Fair. Many of the British 
firms who exhibited told me that they were doing es = 
business not only with the Germans and other 
but also they hoped with representatives from the newly codeine 
- countries of the world.’ 


The development of automatic and semi-automatic industrial 
processes to an important degree on the application of 
instrumentation and we in Britain could not have too rapid a rate of 
advance in these fields of newly evolving industrial techniques. 
We must strive to maintain momentum in these matters. We needed 
the greater productivity which automation could bring to British 
industry to ensure greater output at competitive prices of exports 
of all kinds.

ideas and continually adapting the industry to new requirements and 
new methods. He hoped this spirit of innovation and flexibility was 
being carried into the sphere of marketing. ‘Our political and economic 
surroundings are changing almost as fast as scientific knowledge is 
growing. We must learn to adapt ourselves as quickly to the changing 
economic scene, while we should not discard well tried methods just 
because they are old—often they embody hard lessons well learnt. 
Nevertheless we should continually be asking ourselves whether the 
selling methods of yesterday fit in with the facts of to-day. 

‘At the previous British Instrument Industries Exhibition you 
suggested to my former President, who is now the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, that there was a need to revive some means of regular 
consultation between the Government and industry. I am glad there- 
fore to be able to say that the Instrument Industry Committee has 
now been formed by the Board of Trade to meet this need and has in 
fact had its first meeting. I am glad that the setting up of the Committee 
has been welcomed by the industry. 'The associations responsible for 
this exhibition are represented on the committee and I am sure it will 
provide a further link between the industry and the Government. 
This committee is chaired and serviced by the Board of Trade, whose 
officers are available and willing at all times to give whatever assistance 
they can to industry. I hope therefore that full advantage will be 
taken of these services.’ 


Sensitive Instruments 


Some of the most sensitive instruments in the world are on show. 
For example, there is an ultra-sensitive thermometer which can be 
used in operations on heart, brain and other delicate organs where 
a state of low metabolism is necessary. Other instruments can 
important functions with incredible speed and accuracy. A high 
counting device is being demonstrated by Racal Engineering 
Bracknell, Berkshire, which can count up to 30 thousand units a 
second, and which has special application throughout industry and 
in the research field. The Sigma Instrument Company Limited, of 
Letchworth, Hertfordshire, are showing instruments which can 
measure with an accuracy of a millionth of an inch. They are used 
for the basic standards used in the engineering industries 
and have been described as the yardstick that measures the yardstick 
itself.

WHILE OPPORTUNITIES now exist for the sale of British goods 
in the Baltimore area of the United States, the diversity of local in- 
dustry and the growing demand for consumer goods offer continually 
expanding possibilities for United Kingdom firms to develop a 
rewarding volume of sales in this region. The task of “blazing the trail’ 
for new commodities of British manufacture is not an easy one, but 
with suitable goods, well-packaged and expeditiously despatched, 
considerable success can be achieved. 

Situated at the head of the Chesapeake Bay, the thriving and 
progressive city of Baltimore is the most important port and com- 
mercial centre in Maryland. It has a population of about 1,200,000 
and is the sixth largest city in the United. States. It was a port long 
before it became a town. Since 1706, when the Maryland General 
Assembly officially declared that a customs Port of Entry be estab- 
lished at Whitstone Point, later to achieve prominence as Fort 
McHenry, where the American national anthem, ‘Star Spangled 
Banner,’ was written, the Port of Baltimore has continued to grow 
steadily, both in importance and size. From its humble beginning, 
when the docks were equipped with small wooden piers and the 
primitive cargo-handling facilities of that era, a new and up-to-date 
pattern of deep water jetties\has. developed, capable of taking 200 
ocean-going ships simultaneously: while the port has modern grain 
elevators and equipment for handling ore and other. cargoes. 

Imports into the Port of Baltimore in 1955 totalled $8,883 million 
while exports reached $10,081 million, figures exceeded only by 


New York and New Orleans. In 1956 the port set up a new record 
by handling some 5,735 arrivals of ocean going vessels. 

In the middle of 1956 a new Port Authority was set up to take 
over control of the port, which had previously been operated largely 
by the various railway companies with rail heads in the city. It is the 
aim of this Authority to improve further Baltimore’s docks and 
facilities and to carry on an energetic publicity campaign to attract 
more industries to the area and foreign trade through the port. It is 
called the Maryland Port Authority, and is the source of the informa- 
tion on recent, current and future developments which immediately 
follows this article. 


Industries 
Baltimore is the home of the largest tidewater shipyard in the 
world, the Bethlehem Steel Yard at Sparrows Point. The Bethlehem 
Steel Plant at the same location is the second most important steel 
plant in the United States, producing some 6,200,000 tons of ingots 
annually.

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It has hitherto been the rule rather than the exception that local 
concerns dealing in British-made goods looked to New York importers 
as their main source of supply. ‘This was due mainly to the availability 
of stocks on hand in New York warehouses and consequent speedy 
delivery of requirements. During the last few years, however, local 
firms have given more attention to importing direct through their own 
port from the United Kingdom and to acting as direct agents for 
British firms, since they have found that in many instances they can 
offer more competitive prices to retail outlets. Her Majesty’s Consulate 
in Baltimore are glad to help United Kingdom firms to find suitable 
agents in their area; they are also frequently called upon to give assist- 
ance to local firms wishing to find sources of supply in the United 
Kingdom. 


Presentation of Consumer Goods 


As is the case in other parts of the United States, the packaging of 
British goods for sale in Baltimore is of the utmost importance, 
particularly in view of the continuing growth of the self-service system 
in shops and stores. The attractive and eye-catching packaging of an 
article can, to a great degree, make or break the sale of a particular 
commodity. The Baltimore shopper is, moreover, a conservative 
person who does not take readily to unfamiliar or unattractive 
packaging. British exporters to Baltimore should pay particular 
attention to the way their goods are presented to the buyers. In the 
case of toys, confectionery and knitwear, great use is made of cello- 
phane and other plastic packaging materials. 

The British Consulate in Baltimore will be glad to offer detailed 
advice and suggestions on this subject. In common with the rest of 
Her Majesty’s Posts in this country, they spend a very great deal of 
their time on assisting British manufacturers in their quest for this 
market.

The year 1956 was the most productive period in the long and 
varied history of the Port of Baltimore. Several new port records 
were established during the twelve months and all facets of the 
Port’s maritime industry and commerce were at peak or near peak 
levels. It was the sixth consecutive year in which a new record was 


set in the number of ocean-going vessel arrivals at Baltimore. Despite 
periods of work stoppages in the country’s steel industry and by 
longshore labour, a total of 5,735 vessels arrived in the Port last year 


compared with 5,369 in 1955. Also the increased shipping 
activity in this ared were the record 4,583 vessel transits of the 
Chesapeake and Delaware Canal to and from Baltimore, which 
exceeded similar movements in 1955 by 305. 

Included in the vessels arriving at Baltimore in 1956 were 2,399 
of American registry and 3,336 of foreign nationality.

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Bulk commodity movements at the Port contributed substantially 
to Baltimore’s best maritime year. In the important trade of ore 
imports, iron ore was expected to total 10,900,000 long tons, while 
the inward movement of manganese ore was estimated at roxi- 
mately 1,200,000 for the year and chrome ore at around 820,000 
tons for 1956. 

Coal exports also registered substantial gains and were reported at 
4,409,873 long tons on 455 vessels for the year. While not a port 
record, it nevertheless is viewed as excellent commerce in this 
commodity. 

Grain exports in 1956 reached 102,458,143 bushels, the best twelve 
month grain shipping period since 1916. 

Custom House receipts, considered an excellent gauge of 
values, amounted to $18,248,084 in 1956 contrasted with $15,893,526 
in 1955, 

The outlook for a continuing high level of shipping and commerce 
at Baltimore is most encouraging. General port activity at the start 
of 1957 maintained last year’s pace, and local port and maritime 
officials agree that prospects for the Port’s future are good.

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European Common Market and 
the Free Trade Area 


AT THE INVITATION of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Peter Thorneycroft, M. Maurice Faure, French Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, attended a meeting at the Treasury on Monday. 
Others present included the President of the Board of Trade, Sir 
David Eccles, the Economic Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
French Ambassador. 

The meeting discussed the stage now reached in the negotiations 
for the European Common Market and the Free Trade Area. The 
United Kingdom representatives welcomed the signature of the Treaty 
of Rome and emphasised the importance which they attached to its 
ratification, ‘The French representatives on their side emphasised 
their support for the association in a Free Trade Area of the United 
Kingdom and other countries of the O.E.E.C. with the European 
Economic Community. 

There was a satisfactory exchange of views and it was agreed that 
the two Governments would do what they could to ensure that the 
negotiations in the O.E.E.C. for the creation of the Free Trade Area 
should be carried forward to a satisfactory conclusion. 


Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 
Position 
THE TREASURY announce that the gold and dollar reserves rose 
by $111 million during the month and stood at $2,320 million on 
April 30. 

During the month the $104 million of interest on the North 
American loans which had been paid into special accounts at the end 
of 1956, was taken back into the reserves; defence aid estimated at 
$2 million was received from the United States; $6 million was paid 
in gold or dollars to the European Payments Union in respect of 
March and $3 million was paid to the creditors of the Union in bilateral 
settlements. 

On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom 
had a surplus of £16 million with the European Payments Union, 


which will fall to be settled in May, as to 75 per cent. in gold or dollars 
and as to 25 per cent. by reduction of debt to the Union. 


Film Quota Relief Arrangements 


The Board of Trade announce that the 1957/58 application forms 
for Relief or Exemption from Quota have now been despatched to 
all independent cinernas.

Extra Petrol for Tourists to 
Scottish Highlands 


IN ORDER to assist the tourist industry in the Northern Highlands of 
Scotland arrangements have been made for motorists and motor 
cyclists who live a long way from the Northern Highlands and wish 
to spend their holidays there, to be granted additional petrol to enable 
them to do so. 

From Monday, May 13, special offices at Fort William and 
Inverness will issue allowances to motorists who come by road from 
points not less than 200 miles south of either place. The allowance 
will cover the homeward journey by the most direct route from Fort 
William or Inverness. 

The offices will be at the Scottish Tourist Board Information 
Centre, 2 Academy Street, Inverness, and at the Town Hall, Fort 
William. They will be open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily, Monday to 
Saturday, inclusive. They will not deal with any other petrol 
rationing business. 

Motorists must apply in person at either of the two offices; postal 
applications will not be entertained. They can call in on their way to 
or from the Northern Highlands. They must produce their vehicle 
registration books and basic ration books, which will be endorsed 
when the allowance is issued. Only one allowance can be obtained for 
any vehicle. 

The above arrangements apply to United Kingdom residents and 
to overseas visitors other than those bringing their own cars with 
them, buying new cars for subsequent export or hiring cars, for whom 
there are already adequate arrangements. 


Motor Fuel Ration Books

in Parliament 
Below is the answer given in Parliament to a question of interest to 
industry. 


Thursday May 2 


U.K. Trade with Other Commonwealth Countries 


‘In view of the fact that since 1952 the percentage of total trade 
with Commonwealth countries has fallen from 46-3 per cent. of 
United Kingdom trade to 44-9 per cent. of United Kingdom trade 
in 1956’, a Member asked what action the President of the Board of 
Trade proposed to take in this connection. 

The President, Sir David Eccles, replied that our trade had increased 
considerably since 1952, with Commonwealth countries as well as 
with the rest of the world, and in these circumstances small changes 
in the pattern and proportions of the trade were to be expected. 


The Metric System 


The President was asked — in view of the discussions for a European 
free trade area in which United Kingdom manufacturers would be 
selling to customers all of whom would be operating the metric 
system of measurement, including the international screw toread 
system — what steps he was taking to encourage British manufacturers 
to offer their goods with dimensions in metric terms. 

The Parliamentary Secretary of the Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, replied that the Board of Trade took every opportunity to 
encourage manufacturers to offer goods which were suitable in all 
respects to their overseas customers. There was not at present any 
universally accepted international metric system of screw threads, 
and he understood that threads in inch sizes were widely used in 
certain metric countries. 


Hire-Purchase of Public Service Vehicles 


Asked if he would moderate the hire-purchase restrictions in so 
far as they apply to public service vehicles, the President replied: 
‘No, Sir.’ 


Trade with U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe 


Asked what additional possibilities of trade with the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics and the countries of eastern Europe had 
been opened up as a result of the continuous review of the controls 
on trade with those countries, the President said that such controls 
on trade had not recently been changed, but trade continued to 
expand, as shown by the fact that exports had increased from less 
than £16 million in 1953 to over £43 million last year. 


The Cinematograph Films Act 


The President announced that before the Summer Recess Parlia- 
ment would be asked to approve draft regulations on the rates of 
statutory levy and payments to British film makers under the Cine- 
matograph Films Act. 


Tuesday May 7 

Regional Office in Nottingham 

A member asked if the President would reconsider closing his 
department’s regional office in Nottingham and covering the city’s 
needs from Birmingham, in view of the fact that many local industries 
were composed of small producing units which particularly benefited 
from personal contact with his regional office, and that his present 
proposals entailed a full day’s journey to the proposed Birmingham 
centre. Mr. Erroll replied: ‘No, Sir.’

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Britain’s Tourist Traffic Continues to Grow 


Tue number of tourist visitors to the United Kingdom has been 
growing each year and this increase continued into 1956, despite the 
unfavourable summer weather, and the international situation which 
impeded tourism to a certain extent in the latter months of the year. 
The total of 1,107,000 visitors coming to this country in 1956 was 
7 per cent. higher than in 1955, delateshs the rate of increase was 
lower than in the previous year (15 per cent.). Nearly a quarter of all 
visitors came from the Uni States, and slightly more than half 
from European countries. 

The O.E.E.C. report on Tourism in Europe in 1955 states that in 
recent years the increase in incomes, holidays with pay, and general 
prosperity, have led to a great expansion in international travel, and 
this has been assisted by the increased use made of flying and motoring. 
The number of tourists coming to Britain in 1955 were fewer than 
those visiting Italy, France and Switzerland, although the percentage 
increase over 1954 was greater. Germany and Austria also had more 
visitors and while their rate of progress has been speedier, this is 
because they re-entered the post-war tourist field somewhat later 
owing to the war. More Americans visited France in 1955 than any 
other Eu country, but the United Kingdom held on to second 
place, with Italy third. 

Visitors still choose to take their holidays in the summer months, 
despite inducements offered to Winter travellers by way of lower off- 
season hotel rates; 20 per cent. of the year’s visitors came here in 
July and 15 per cent. in August. 

Each year the proportion of tourists arriving by air has increased 
and in 1956 was 43 per cent. of the total, compared with 39 per cent. 
in 1955 and 38 per cent. in 1954. During the winter months - January 
to March and October to December — the proportion of air travellers 
is always greater than in summer, and in 1956, for the first time, more 
Winter visitors arrived by air than by sea. 

The figures of visitors exclude tourists (other than aliens) coming 
from the Irish Republic. Foreign visitors in transit to other destina- 
tions are also excluded; these amounted to 78,000 in 1956, 37,000 of 
whom were United States citizens, Day trips are also excluded. 
4,400 French subjects came on day trips to Britain under the ‘ no 

’ scheme, which operated between the United Kingdom and 
rates from May to September 1956. Except for day trippers, 
estimates of expenditure by these visitors to this country are included 
in Table 5. 


Visitors from the Western Hemisphere 


In 1956 7 per cent. more visitors came from Western Hemisphere 
countries than in the previous year; most of these tourists finance 
their visits in dollars. 

Travel from North America to Europe has continued to expand 
and 255,000 United States citizens visited the United Kingdom in 
1956, 7 per cent. more than in 1955; the Suez crisis had an adverse 
effect on American tourist traffic at the end of the year and in Novem- 
ber and December there was a decline of 4 per cent. compared with 
the last two months of the previous year. A record number of 59,000 
Canadians came over here in 1956, 10 per cent. more than in 1955; 
here again the monthly increase during the first ten months of the 
year was halted in October, and Canadian tourists in November and 
December were 3 per cent. fewer than a year earlier. 


Commonwealth Visitors 

Commonwealth citizens visiting this country rose by 7 per cent. 
to 245,000 in 1956; nearly a quarter of this total were Canadians who 
accounted for about a third of the year’s increase. The number of 
visitors from Austrailia, South Africa, New Zealand and India showed 


little change; those from West and East Africa rose by 10 and 7 per 
cent. respectively. 


Foreign Visitors 
Visitors of foreign nationality, numbering 862,000, visited this 
country in 1956, 7 per cent. more than in the previous year. Of these, 
American citizens and 65 per cent. were Europeans. 


Business visitors accounted for 161,000, about one-fifth of the total 
23,000 more than in 1955. There were 561,000 European visitors, 
of whom 47 per cent. were French and German, who reached the 
record totals of 153,000 and 110,000 respectively. Among the notable 
increases in 1956 compared with 1955 were Austria 16 per cent., 
Spain 15 per cent. and Germany 14 per cent. 


Tourists Recei 

Although several European countries record more visitors than 
the United Kingdom, tourist receipts in the United Kingdom are 
estimated to be among the highest of any European country. Visitors 
to this country stay on an average for several weeks and their expendi- 
ture per head per visit is consequently high. 

Estimated receipts from visitors amounted to £121 million, an 
increase of 9 per cent. compared with 1955; these receipts ae om 
fare payments to British carriers. Apart from other Western Hemi- 
sphere countries, receipts from all areas were higher in 1956 than in 
the previous year. Dollar area receipts rose by 10 per cent. to £43 
million and Sterling Area receipts to £48 million, 6 per cent. more than 
a year ago. 


Notes on Estimates 
Tourist estimates are built up with the assistance of the British 
Travel and Holidays Association from a number of sources of

information. Details of the number of foreign visitors classified by 
nationalities are obtained from Home Office records and cover all 
arrivals by sea and air, other than those from the Irish Republic, for 
whom an estimate is made. 

The number of Commonwealth visitors arriving by sea from non- 
European countries is obtained from the passenger manifests furnished 
to the Board of Trade. No comparable information is available about 
Commonwealth visitors arriving by sea from European ports. Among 
them are residents of Commonwealth countries who arrive via the 
Continent and an estimate of their numbers is made. A small allowance 
is included in the estimates for Commonwealth visitors resident in 
Europe who arrive by sea from Europe. There is no direct source of 
information concerning Commonwealth visitors arriving by air and 
the figures have been estimated. In all cases the number of visitors 
is to be interpreted as the number of visits; repeated visits by the 
same person would each be included in the total. In the same way 
average expenditure per head, mentioned below, means average per 
head per visit. 

Estimates of receipts are obtained by combining the numbers of 
visitors with estimates of average expenditure per head.

IN THE FIRST QUARTER of 1957 industrial building schemes 
totalling 13-7 million square feet were granted Industrial Develop- 
ment Certificates. This area was somewhat lower than that given 
approval in the last quarter of 1956 and considerably less than the 
area approved in the first quarter of 1956 (21-7 million square feet). 
For the first time estimates have been made of the total area and 
numbers of schemes, started and completed in Great Britain, in 
certain periods for which information is so far incomplete. This will 
avoid some of the considerable revisions to which these figures have 
been subject, but it is not possible to make the estimates until six

months after the end of a period. The area estimated to have been 
started in the third quarter of 1956 —- 17-3 million square feet — was 
higher than for several preceding quarters. The estimate of 14 million 
square feet completed in the same period is the highest quarterly 
figure recorded since 1946.

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Retail Sales Quieter in March Before Late Easter 


THE GENERAL tenor of retail sales in March was quieter than in 
recent months. The seasonal rise in sales was much less marked 
than last year and the value reached only 3 per cent. more than a year 
earlier, compared with an increase of some 5} per cent. on a year 
earlier for the previous five months, October-February. Much of this 
apparent quietness of sales in March, however, is to be attributed to 
the lateness of Easter, which this year came at the end of the third 
week in the April sales period as against the end of the last week in 
the March period in 1956; Easter usually brings a substantial stimulus 
to trade, especially in the clothing and footwear sector. The underlying 
trend in trade, therefore, was probably unchanged, continuing 
upwards at a more or less steady rate, with the level of sales 5-6 per 
cent. above the value 12 months earlier. The trend in the volume of 
trade was also upwards. In March, notwithstanding the general 
quietness of trade, there was a significant increase on a year earlier 
in the volume of sales, since the increase on a year earlier in prices 
(in the retail trade sector) was probably only about 1 per cent., com- 
pared with the rise in the value of sales of 3 per cent. 

The outturn for the first quarter was an increase of 6 per cent. in 
the value of sales on a year earlier, not greatly different from the 5-6 
per cent. increases reported quarter by quarter during 1956; higher 
prices, however, in the first quarter probably accounted for barely 
half of the value increase, compared with a much larger proportion 
for most of 1956, 

The main effects of the late Easter on the March results were in 
the clothing and footwear sector, where the value of sales fell below 
last year’s level, in contrast to the substantial increase on a year 
earlier in January and February. Household goods shops, however, 
reported another large increase on a year earlier (though a little less 
than in January and February) and it now seems fairly certain that a 
substantial recovery in sales is developing in this sector. Sales in food 
shops in March showed only a small increase over the value last year; 
food prices were slightly below last year’s level. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Sales by clothing and footwear shops in March, though they showed 
some seasonal increase, were down by 4 per cent. on the value last 
year; this was the first time since July of last year that a decrease on 
a year earlier had been reported, and was in sharp contrast to the 
increases of 10 per cent. reported in both January and February of 


this year. The March results, however, are not indicative of the trend, 
since the pre-Easter rise in buying, which is such a marked feature 
in the clothing and footwear sector, would tend to be delayed into 
April this year, whereas in 1956 the whole of it would have been 
concentrated in the March period. Department stores, in their sales 
of clothing and footwear, also showed a decrease on a year earlier 
in March (of 3 per cent.). For the first quarter as a whole the increase 
for clothing and footwear shops on the value a year earlier was 4 per 
cent., compared with increases of 5 per cent. in the fourth quarter 
last year and 6 per cent. for that year as a whole. Prices of clothing 
and footwear in the first quarter were about 1-2 per cent. above last 
year’s level, leaving a small expansion in the volume of trade over the 
first quarter last year. 

The experience of retailers in each of the three principal categories 
of clothing and footwear shops was very similar to the general trend. 
Sales by footwear shops showed some seasonal increase in March, 
but were nevertheless 3 per cent. below last year’s level; in January 
and February, however, there had been substantial increases on a year 
earlier and for the first quarter as a whole the value of sales was 
7 per cent. above a year ago, much the same increase as the average 
for 1956 as a whole. The reduction in sales on a year ago in March 
was common to all types of footwear shops, although for the first 
quarter as a whole sales by co-operative societies showed a rather 
smaller increase over 1956 than other types of shops—2 per cent. 
compared with 5 per cent. and 8 per cent. in the case of independent 
and multiple retailers respectively. 

The later Easter also affected sales in men’s wear shops, which 
showed a moderate seasonal rise in March, but were 3 per cent. lower 
in value than at the same time last year. For the year to date, however, 
sales were 6 per cent. higher than a year ago when the figures at that 
time included sales for the pre-Easter peak period. Although their 
percentage increase in March was very much smaller than in recent 
months, multiple retailers’ sales remained above last year’s value 
(by 3 per cent.). Co-operative societies, on the other hand, reported 
a fall of 13 per cent. on March 1956 and independent retailers a fall 
of 8 per cent. 

Sales in the group of shops comprising women’s, girls’ and infants’ 
wear specialist shops, and drapers and general outfitting , also 
rose seasonally in March, although once again this increase, use

of the lateness of Easter, was less marked than in 1956, and the value 
of sales was 4 per cent. less than a year earlier. For the first quarter 
ss a whole the increase in the value of sales was 3 per cent. All types 
of retailer, including the women’s and children’s wear sections of 
department stores, showed similar percentage changes on a year 
earlier, both in March and in the first quarter. 

Stocks of clothing and footwear (as shown by figures supplied by 
department stores and certain multiple retailers) continued the 
seasonal rise in March, and showed a rather higher increase on a year 
ago than in February. The relative increase took place in all three 
main classes of goods and was no doubt associated with the lower rate 
of sales in March this year. Footwear stocks rose from 2 per cent. over 
1956 in February to 6 per cent. in March and women’s wear from 
3 per cent. to 7 per cent. Stocks of men’s wear were 12 per cent. above 
the value a year ago in March, compared with 6 per cent. in February, 
and a decline in January to 3 per cent. below the previous year. 


Household Goods Shops 


Household goods shops in March again showed a substantial 
increase on a year ago in the value of sales, the increase (of 10 per 
cent.) following increases of 15 per cent. and 14 per cent. in January 
and February respectively. Similar increases in these three months 
were also reported by department stores in their household goods 
departments. Although the increases in this sector reflect to some 
extent the low level of trade a year earlier, nevertheless it now seems 
fairly certain that a substantial recovery is developing. With prices 
of household goods about 1-2 per cent. higher than at the same time 
Jast year these large value increases represent mainly an expansion 
in the volume of trade. 

All types of retailer shared in the more active first quarter’s trade. 
Multiple retailers reported the largest increase on a year ago (20 per 
cent.) but the sales by these shops were particularly reduced a year 
ago. Co-operative societies, in the sales of their household goods 
departments, reported an increase of 16 per cent. over the value in 
the first quarter of 1956 and independent retailers an increase of 10 per 
cent. Department stores, in their household goods departments, 
reported an increase of 13 per cent. 

Sales by furniture shops in March were 9 per cent. higher than the 
value a year ago. This was a considerably smaller increase than in 
February which however, in 1956, was unusually quiet for furniture 
shops. For the first quarter as a whole there was an increase of 13 per 
cent. over the value a year ago, which indicates a substantial recovery; 
during most of 1956 the value of sales was running at only a little 
above the level a year earlier. Multiple shops continued to show 
larger increases than other kinds of retailer, with sales in March 
18 per cent. higher than a year ago, The larger independent retailers 
reported an increase of 10 per cent. on the value of sales in March 1956; 
but the smaller independent furniture shops and the furniture and 
furnishings sections of department stores showed an increase of only 
4 per cent. on March a year ago. 

The value of sales by radio and electrical goods shops (figures are 
available for independent retailers only) showed much the same 
increase on a year ago as in February (12 to 13 per cent.). Sales for 
the three months January to March, at 16 per cent. above last year’s 
value, represented a very active quarter’s trading, in contrast to 1956 
when over the year as a whole sales were 3 per cent. lower than a 
year earlier. Department stores, in their radio and electrical goods 
departments, reported an increase of 29 per cent. over 1956 in both 
March and the first quarter as a whole. 

In the group comprising radio and cycle shops, cycle shops, peram- 
bulator shops (independent retailers only) traders continued to report 
an appreciable increase on 1956 levels in March, with sales 25 per cent. 
higher than a year ago, and an average increase of 28 per cent. for the 
first quarter as a whole. These large increases compare with the 
quieter trading experience in 1956 when for the year as a whole the 
value of sales showed only a small increase (3 per cent.) over the 
previous year. 

Ironmongers and hardware shops reported a much smaller increase 
in trade in March over a year earlier than other shops in the household

with sales in March 8 per cent. higher in value than a year ago, follow- 
ing increases of 9 per cent. and 6 per cent. in January and Feb 
respectively. All types of retailer shared in the increase, althou 
sales by co-operative societies, with a rise of 11 per cent. on last 
March, continued to increase rather more than either multiple or 
independent retailers, who both reported an 8 per cent. increase. 


Food Shops 


The value of sales by food shops in March continued at about the 
same level as in the first two months of the year. The increase in sales 
on a year ago in March was smaller than in recent months — 2 per 
cent. as against 7 per cent. in January and 4 per cent. in February. 
Food prices in March were about 1 per cent. below prices in March 
1956 in contrast to January and February, when prices were some 
4 per cent. above the level of a year ago. 

Sales by grocers’ shops showed a movement very similar to that 
for all food shops, the increase for March on the value a year ago 
falling to 2 per cent., compared with 4 per cent. in February and 7 per 
cent. in January. All types of retailer reported smaller increases on a 
year ago in March, co-operative societies showing an increase of 
5 per cent., multiple retailers 3 per cent. and independent retailers 
no change. 

The value of sales by butchers’ shops continued in March at a 
level 3 per cent. above that of a year earlier, much the same increase 
as in January and February. Meat prices, as a whole, showed only 
small changes, compared with a year earlier, in the first quarter. 

Sales by greengrocers and fruiterers in March showed a reduction 
of as much as 9 per cent. on the value a year ago. This decrease was 
shared by all types of retailer. Vegetable prices, however, were very 
much lower in March this year than the abnormally high prices of 
March 1956. Fruit and vegetables are also sold by some of the shops 
classified to the fishmongers’, poulterers’ kind of business, and the 
lower level of vegetable prices in relation to March 1956 probably 
contributed to the reduction in the value of sales in this kind of 
business for March, of 7 per cent., compared with a year earlier. Fish 
prices in March were probably higher than in the same month of 1956. 

The value of sales by bread and flour confectioners in March 
continued at an appreciably higher level than in 1956, although the 


increase over the level 12 months earlier was smaller than in recent 
months. All types of retailer reported this experience. The increased 
value of sales in this kind of business compared with a year earlier 
is largely a reflection of higher prices. 

Higher prices were also reflected in sales by dairymen (the figures 
are for co-operative societies only) which in March again showed a 
substantial increase (14 per cent.) over the level a year earlier. 

Sales by off-licences in March again showed a small increase on a 
year earlier, independent retailers (3 per cent.) and multiple shops 
(5 per cent.) sharing in this increase.

Importance of Overseas Fairs to 
United Kingdom Export Trade 


AT A LUNCHEON given in London on May 1 by the United Tanners’ 
Federation, the Parliamentary of the Board of Trade, 
Mr. F. J. Erroll, referred to the German Industries Fair at Hanover, 
from which he had just returned. He said that the exhibit explaining 
the generation of electric power by nuclear energy, which had been 
installed by the Board of ‘Trade and Atomic Energy Authority, had 
created widespread interest, It had fulfilled its object of calling 
attention to Britain’s progress in this field and to the ability of British 
industry to accept orders for the necessary equipment. He himself

Fairs of this kind, he continued, played a much larger role in 
business organization on the Continent than they had ever done in 
Britain, and he suggested that British firms ought seriously to consider 
imitating the methods of their European competitors in this respect 
if they intended to develop their sales in Europe. This consideration 
would become more important still once the European Free Trade 
Area came into being. Moreover the Hanover Fair had the advantage 
that the visitors to it came from all parts of the world and not just 
from Western Europe alone. It was a particularly good point for 
meeting buyers from the under-developed countries. 


Anglo-Turkish Trade: Exchange 
of Notes 


A WHITE PAPER (Cmd. 136) has been lished giving the text of 
two Notes which were with Turkish Government on 
February 28, 1957.

AN ANGLO-BELGIAN Publicity Committee for the 1958 Brussels 
Universal and International Exhibition was inaugurated at a luncheon 
in the Dorchester Hotel, London, on May 1, The Belgian Ambassador, 
Marquis Du Parc Locmaria, and the Belgian Commissioner- General 
for the Exhibition, Baron Moens de Fernig, were present. 

Mr. Ian Harvey, Joint Parliamentary Under-Secretary, Foreign 
Office, and Chairman of the British Advisory Committee, said: ‘In 
our relations overseas, reticence is no virtue.

AUSTRALIA 
Licensing of Motor Vehicle Imports 


FURTHER DETAILS have been received of the manner in which the 
Australian authorities are implementing their decision (see Board of 
Trade Journal, May 3, page 1004) to change the licensing basis for 
motor vehicle imports. 

Importers of motor vehicles will be able to obtain licences during 
the current period to an amount equal to four-thirds of their January- 
March quotas for Bank A.10 (motor vehicles in a c.k.d. condition) 
and Bank A.16 (fully assembled motor vehicles). This increase is 
due to the extension of the licensing period from three months to 
four. 


In addition, an importer’s basic quota for Bank A.10 may be 
increased by 10 per cent. when the value of his total stocks of imported 
c.k.d. vehicles (irrespective of the stock position of particular models), 
added to the value of outstanding Bank A.10 licences held at March 31, 
does not exceed the total value of quotas (including any special 
licences granted) held for the six months period, October 1956 to 
March 1957. 


Similarly, Bank A.16 quotas may be increased by 20 per cent. when 
the value of the importer’s stocks of imported, fully-assembled vehicles 
(irrespective of the stock position of particular models), added to the 
value of outstanding Bank A.16 licences held at March 31, does not 
exceed the total value of quotas (including any special licences 
granted) held for the six months period, October 1956 to March 1957.

ARGENTINA 
Amendments to Import Lists 


ARGENTINE Central Bank Circulars 2841, 2842 and 2844 of April 16 
amend the Import Lists as follows:

Tariff Classifications 


By A CIRCULAR published in the Mexican Diario Oficial of April 20, 
the tariff classifications for synthetic rubbers and butadiene styrene 
copolymer resins were clarified as follows: 

‘Copolymer of butadiene styrene resins will no longer be 
considered as synthetic rubbers but as resins derived from styrene 
classified under fraction 570.00.05, paying duties of 30 centavos 
per legal kilo plus 30 per cent. ad valorem, and an official price 
of Pesos 15-40 per legal kilo.’ 

The classification will be made on the following basis: 

“When the product is presented in the form of elastic sheets, 
it shall be considered as synthetic rubber, and when it is presented 
in the form of powder, granules or small rigid particles, without 
elasticity (for instance, the types called Hycar 2007, Merric and 
Kralac), it shall be considered as resins derived from styrene.’ 


CHILE 
Gold Surcharge Rate Increased 


THE CHILEAN gold peso surcharge rate is now fixed by the Super- 
intendencia de Bancos on a quarterly basis. 

The Superintendencia announced in the Official Gazette of March 
30 that the rate for the quarter April 1 to June 30 would be 11,065 per 
cent. 

Previously the rate was 10,765 per cent. (see Board of Trade Journal 
of February 23, page 423). 


Increased Deposit on Rubber Sheeting 


THE GUARANTEE DEPOSIT which a Chilean importer is required

THE COLOMBIAN GOVERNMENT has announced that imports of 
drugs and surgical materials that at present are not produced by the 
national industries, or the production of which would be uneconomic, 
and which are considered necessary for the safety of public health, 
may be imported for the period during which they are i 
indispensable upon payment of a Stamp Tax of only 10 per cent., 
regardless of the import group in which the particular appear. 

Such imports will be subject to the prior approval of the Colombian 
Ministry of Public Health and to the signing by the importer of an 
agreement with the Ministry that the products will be available for 
sale to the public at a reasonable price. 


New Import Regulations for Books 


THE COLOMBIAN Office of Exchange Registration has issued new 
instructions in connection with the importation of books into 
Colombia. In future, importers must make special application for 
an import licence, giving the number, title, author, price, discount 
and name of overseas supplier of the books, and orders must not be 
placed until approval has been obtained from the Exchange Registra- 
tion Office. 

For import purposes almost all books of an educational nature 
are now classified under the First Special Group; all other books 
come within the First Group.
